New Mexico Man Fires 
Two Shots, When At­ 
tacked By Former 
Judge In Hotel.

Car l C, Magee, editor^ today was 
j faced with first degree murder charges 
in New Mexico court in which he gain­ 
ed national prominence as defendant 
in the “ Magee libel 
and

cases.” 
The charge was filed by th** dis­ 
trict attorney last night and a war­ 
rant scrvchI on the editor as he lay 
in bed in a hotel, bruised from an 
encounter l ist night in the boti I lobby 
(with former Judge David J. Leahy 
{during which John B. Lasseter, of 
Santa Fe, was shot to death and 
Leahy was wounded in the left arm. 
Eight eye witnesses tell practically 
the same story. 
They said Magee 
. was seated in the lobby talking with 
newspaper reporter's when someone 
remarked, “There is Leahy.” 
Witnesses say Magee dropped his 
left hand into his coat pocket and 
continued his 
conversation. 
Leahy 
then approached the seat occupied by 
Magee and struck him on the cheek, 
knocking him from the seat. 
As Ma­ 
gee struggled to his feet witnesses say 
Leahy kicked him in the ribs. 
Magee than drew a pistol and fired 
as Lasseter seized Leahy’s arm. The 
shot struck Lasseter in the threat. 
A second shot struck Leahy’s arm, 
shattering th** upper bone. 
Magee fell sobbing back into his 
seat and Lasseter died a few minutes 
later.
